2. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 13-17, and 19 allowed. They have been renumbered 1-15. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1,13, and 14 establish a dynamics processor comprising 'n' number of 
processing blocks each including a processing block AGO, a negative attack time 
limiter, and a level mixer. Prior art of record Klayman (6,285,767) discloses 'n' number 
processing blocks comprising an AGC. However, Klayman does hot disclose each of 
the processing blocks including a negative attack time limiter, and a level mixer. 
Therefore, claims 1,13, and 14 are allowable along with their dependents.
